Planning. Exemption 
for proposed YMCA

The YMCA redevelopment 
passed another major hurdle 
Tuesday night. 

After a lengthy public hear¬ 
ing, Halifax regional council 
voted 20-0 to amend height 
restrictions to allow the expan¬ 
sion project to proceed. They 
applied the Policy 89 exemp¬ 
tion for projects that serve the 
public good. It will now go to 
the design committee. 

Robert Richardson, chair 
of the board at the YMCA, said 
the 15- and 17-storey residen¬ 
tial buildings — double the 
size allowed — are necessary 
to pay for a new $22-million 
recreation facility. 

Richardson told council 
they’re offering HRM a down¬ 


town recreation facility at no 
cost to the municipality and 
are only asking for an exemp¬ 
tion to the height restrictions. 

Alan Parish, who helped 
shape HRMbyDesign, warned 
council against making an 
exemption. He said the YMCA 
has other funding options 
and could find another site to 
build their project. Develop¬ 
ers should seek to conform to 
the rules, not the other way 
around, he said. 

Parish added it makes a 
mockeiy of HRMbyDesign and 
sets a precedent. The Heritage 
Trust of Nova Scotia and other 
community groups also urged 
council to reject it. 

Carla Wheaton, speaking 
for Parks Canada, was one who 
spoke out against the project. 

“It will weaken protections 
that were established to pro¬ 
tect the Citadel,” she said, re¬ 
ferring to the view planes. 

But the vast majority of the 
40-plus speakers expressed 
their support for the YMCA 
and the project. They spoke 
to the health and commun¬ 
ity benefits of the YMCA, and 
very little about height restric¬ 
tions.

it’s ambitious, but it’s worth 
it,” said one long-time Y mem¬ 
ber.

New 5 km 
expressway 
greenlit by 
council 

As Bedford Coun. Tim 
Outhit puts it, Tuesday 
was a big day for com¬ 
muters. 

Halifax regional 
council OK’d the sale 
of 168 acres of land to 
the province to build 
the Burnside Saclcville 
Expressway, a bypass on 
the Highway 107. 

“This one has been 
discussed for 20-plus 
years,” said Mayor Peter 
Kelly. 

The sale agreement 
requires the province to 
complete the roadway 
extension of Alcerley 
Boulevard, by Dec. 31, 
2014. 

Kelly wouldn’t say 
what they sold land 
for until the sale is 
finalized, but he said 
it was market value. 

The money will go into 
Burnside Industrial Park 
fund. 

“It’s great news for 
the people of Bedford 
and Saclcville,” said 
Outhit. 

The five-lcilometre 
roadway will divert 
traffic from Dartmouth 
Road and Magazine Hill, 
and allow truck traffic 
from Burnside to High¬ 
way 102 and beyond. 

But the expressway 
will also provide access 
to the Burnside’s Phase 
13 - meaning more 
development in the busi¬ 
ness park. 

Sue Mclceage, spokes¬ 
woman for transporta¬ 
tion and infrastructure 
renewal, said the cost of 
the entire project is $52 
million — $17 million 
of which comes from 
federal funding.

Fourth place doesn’t sound 
veiy exciting — it’s off the 
podium after all — but Mayor 
Peter Kelly is proud of Halifax’s 
ranking this year on Money- 
Sense magazine’s best places to 
live in Canada. 


It’s probably because Hali¬ 
fax jumped to fourth from last 
year’s placing of 21st. 

“It’s nice to see they’re final¬ 
ly recognizing the options and 
the beauty of this area because 
it’s all there,” Kelly said. “We’ve 
known it for years and we’re 
stepping up there going from 
21 to number four is a great 
jump.” 

The personal finance and 
lifestyle magazine ranks 190 
Canadian cities each year in 
categories such as house prices, 
crime rates, employment, and 
health care. Each city or town 
with a population of 10,000 
people or more is ranked 


against 22 categories, which 
include climate, ease of travel, 
affordable housing, and popula¬ 
tion growth. 

Halifax’s jump was due 
to gains in employment and 
population growth, the maga¬ 
zine said.

The province is projecting a 
slightly smaller deficit than 
expected — again. 

Finance Minister Gra¬ 
ham Steele said Tuesday 
that, based on current pro¬ 
jections, he expects to table 
a $260.8-million deficit in 
the first week of April. 

That’s down from the 
$389.6 million projected 
when he tabled the 2011-12 
budget last spring — a dif¬ 
ference of $128.8 million. 

“We continue to be on 
track,” Steele told reporters. 
“To get this province back to 
balance, we have continued 
to exercise restraint and 
good fiscal management ... 
(and) are on a smooth path 
to balancing the books in 
2013, as planned.”

show departmental spend¬ 
ing is $72 million under 
budget. Debt-servicing costs 
— driven by favourable in¬ 
terest rates — accounted for 
$47 million in savings. That 
offsets a $56.6-million drop 
in provincial revenue, pri¬ 
marily due to previous year 
adjustments and a decrease 
in corporate and sales taxes 
versus 2011-12 projections. 

Steele told the Halifax 
Chamber of Commerce 
earlier in the day that it 
can expect a “modest, but 
real” cut in personal in¬ 
come tax and the elimina¬ 
tion of the large corporate 
capital tax.

spending restraint. 


Opposition questions updated budget forecast 



The fact that departmental 
spending came in under 
budget is of little surprise 
to Progressive Conservative 
Leader Jamie Baillie. 

“When you look at the 
statement and see just about 
every department is claiming 
to be under budget, it makes 
you question the budget it¬ 
self,” Baillie said Tuesday 
after Finance Minister Gra¬ 
ham Steele unveiled his up¬ 
dated budget projections. 

“Expenses are still up over 


last year. This is the third year 
in a row we’re going to have a 
deficit budget.” 

New forecasts from the 
department of finance pre¬ 
dict a $260.8-million deficit 
for 2011-12. That’s down by 
more than $128 million from 
budget forecasts a year ago. 

Total revenues rose by 
$7 million while expenses 
dropped by $113 million com¬ 
pared to the budget Steele 
tabled in April 2011.

Fisheries management 


Animal-welfare 
group condemns 
harp-seal quota 

The Fisheries Department 
has set the annual harp-seal 
quota amid criticism that 
the allowance is too high at 
a time when markets for the 
product are drying up. 

The department’s website 


Tuesday listed the total allow¬ 
able catch for harp seals at 
400,000, which is the same 
as last year and includes a 
20,000 developmental quota. 

The International Fund 
for Animal Welfare is con¬ 
demning the decision, saying 
it flies in the face of proper 
fisheries management. 

In a release, the group 
says scientists have warned 
that the harp seal popula¬ 
tion and its productivity are

Diane Finley thinks Nova 
Scotia should deal with its 
unemployment before asking 
Ottawa for a higher cap for 
skilled foreign workers. 

At a press conference at 
Irving Shipbuilding on Tues¬ 
day, the federal human re¬ 
sources minister took aim at 
Premier Darrell Dexter and 
the NDP government’s pos¬ 
ition on the provincial nom¬ 
inee program. 

“Surprisingly, with 42,000 
Nova Scotians looking for 
work, the provincial govern¬ 
ment is already calling for the 
federal government to allow 
foreign workers to come to 
Canada to perform work on 
the ships,” Finley said. 

“(The federal government 
knows) that those workers 
can be found in Nova Scotia, 
and our first priority is link¬ 
ing the 42,000 looking for 
work with the shipbuilding 
jobs that will be available.” 

When asked whether she 
has an issue with Irving’s 
recruitment strategy, which 
seeks workers from the 
United States and the United 
Kingdom, Finley noted that’s 
the third priority behind em¬ 



ploying current Nova Scotians 
and bringing ex-pats home. 

The province has been lob¬ 
bying Ottawa for years to in¬ 
crease or remove the cap on 
Nova Scotia’s provincial nom¬ 
inees. Only 500 people can 
be accepted per year, while 
Manitoba, with a comparable 
population, can accept ten 
times that amount. 

Provincial Immigration 
Minister Marilyn More said 
on Tuesday she was puzzled 
by the remarks. 

“I’m not sure what Minis¬ 
ter Finley is basing her con¬ 
clusions or her comments 
on,” More said. 

“It’s my understanding 
that there are approximate¬ 
ly 1.4-million unemployed 
people in Canada. Is she sug¬ 
gesting that Canada should 
close its doors to immigra¬ 
tion?” 

As of February, Nova Sco¬ 
tia had an unemployment 
rate of 8.2 per cent — 0.8 per 
cent higher than the Can¬ 
adian average. 




Five stamps to mark a century since the Titanic 



Five stamps commemorating 
the 100th anniversary of the 
sinking of the Titanic will be 
released by Canada Post on 
April 5. 

The stamps, created by 
designers Dennis Page and 
Oliver Hill of Halifax, depict 
various parts of the Titanic, 
which hit an iceberg and 
sank in the North Atlantic on 
April 15, 1912, with the loss 
of 1,500 lives. 

A souvenir sheet of four 
stamps depict the bow of 
the Titanic stretched over a 
map of the Atlantic Ocean 
between the points of South¬ 


ampton in England and Hali¬ 
fax. 

The sheet of stamps also 
shows workers below the 
ship’s three propellers. 

A fifth stamp depicts the 
Titanic at sea between South¬ 
ampton and Halifax with 
Cape Race, N.L., highlighted 
because its radio station was 
the first land-based site to re¬ 
ceive the ill-fated ship’s dis¬ 
tress signal. 

Halifax played a central 
role in the Titanic story as 
cable ships from the city 
were dispatched to pick up 
bodies from the Atlantic in 


the days after the accident. 

Three cemeteries in the 
city contain the remains of 
150 people whose bodies 
were recovered at sea. 

Page says designing the Ti¬ 
tanic stamp was a challenge. 

“This was the biggest man¬ 
made moving object on Earth 
that after setting off on her 
maiden voyage hit an iceberg 
and ended in disaster. That 
really stuck with me and how 
I was going to show that feel¬ 
ing,” he said in a statement 
released Tuesday when the 
stamps were unveiled.

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Police fear French gunman 
may have ties to neo-Nazis 


Shootings. President 
Nicolas Sarkozy has 
raised the terror alert 
and added 14 new 
units of riot police to 
the region after attack 


Police searched southern 
France on Tuesday for an ex¬ 
pert gunman suspected of 
fatally shooting seven people 
in the head at close range in 
attacks that may have been 


motivated by neo-Nazi ties or 
grudges against minorities. 

The shooter is suspected of 
carrying out three deadly at¬ 
tacks: one leaving four people 
dead on Monday at a Jewish 
school in Toulouse, three of 
them young children; killing 
two French paratroopers and 
seriously wounding another 
last Thursday in nearby Mon- 
tauban; and fatally shooting 
another paratrooper in Tou¬ 
louse on March 11. 

All the victims in the 
school attack were Jewish 


with duel French-Israeli cit¬ 
izenship, and the paratroop¬ 
ers were of North African or 
French Caribbean origin. 

The shots were fired at 
such close range that the gun¬ 
fire burned the skin, prosecu¬ 
tor Francois Molins said Tues¬ 
day. 

“We are confronted with 
an individual extremely de¬ 
termined in his actions, an 
armed individual who acts 
always with the same modus 
operandi,” he said, “in cold 
blood ... with premeditated 


actions.” 

He added the crimes ap¬ 
pear to be premeditated due 
to the killer’s “choices of 
victims and the choices of 
his targets” — the army, the 
foreign origin of the victims 
or their religion. The killer 
could “act again,” he said. 

Interior Minister Claude 
Gueant described the suspect 
as “someone very cold, veiy 
determined, very much a 
master of his movements, and 
by consequence, very cruel.”

The attorney for the family 
of a black teenager fatally 
shot by a neighbourhood- 
watch captain said Tuesday 
that the boy was talking to 
his girlfriend on his cell¬ 
phone when the confronta¬ 
tion began. She heard an 
exchange of words, what 
sounded like a scuffle, but 
not the shooting. 

The phone call was dis¬ 
cussed at a news conference 
that followed announce¬ 
ments that the U.S. Justice 
Department would probe the 


death of 17-year-old Trayvon 
Martin and that a local grand 
jury will also consider evi¬ 
dence in the case.

“The most hated man in 
hockey” became even more 
reviled Tuesday 

Outrage across Canada 
was swift as former junior 
hockey coach Graham James 
was sentenced to two years in 
jail for hundreds of sexual as¬ 
saults on two of his teenage 
players. 

Few seemed to agree the 
sentence fitted the crime. 

A spectator in the Win¬ 
nipeg courtroom shouted 
“Yay!” then spat out a more 
colourful condemnation as 
James was led away in hand¬ 
cuffs. 

“Goodbye, you piece of 
(expletive),” the man said. 

Talk show phone lines lit 
up with people expressing 
harsh views of the sentence. 
Others took to Twitter to 
voice their disgust. 

“Graham James gets two 


years, two broken lives 


years for all the lives he’s 
ruined? Someone caught 
with weed gets a harsher sen¬ 
tence,” one person tweeted. 
“Is that justice?” 

Judge Catherine Carlson 
made James stand up in the 
prisoner’s box to hear his 
fate. 

The 59-year-old — looking 
gaunt, his head closely shav¬ 
en — showed no emotion but 
simply answered “yes” when 
she asked him if he under¬ 
stood the sentence. 

James pleaded guilty in 
December to repeatedly sex¬ 
ually abusing retired NHL star 
Theo Fleury and his cousin, 
Todd Holt, when they played 
for him in the Western Hock¬ 
ey League in the 1980s and 
’90s. 

Carlson said in her lengthy 
sentence summation: “There 
is no sentence this court can 
impose that will give back to 
Mr. Holt and Mr. Fleury that 
which was taken from them 
by Mr. James.” 

In Cochrane, Alta., Holt 
declared: “This sentence 

today is nothing short of a 
national travesty because 
we know that childhood 
abuse has reached epidemic 
proportions in our country.”

In their efforts to vet job ap¬ 
plicants, some companies and 
U.S. government agencies are 
going beyond merely glan¬ 
cing at a person’s social net¬ 
working profiles and instead 
are asking to log in as the user 
to have a look around. 

Questions have been 
raised about the legality of 
the practice, which is the 


focus of proposed legislation 
in Illinois and Maryland that 
would forbid public agencies 
from asking for access to so¬ 
cial networks. 

Since the rise of social net¬ 
working, it has become com¬ 
mon for managers to review 
publicly available Facebook 
profiles, Twitter accounts 
and other sites to learn more 
about job candidates. But 
many users, especially on Fa¬ 


cebook, have their profiles set 
to private, making them avail¬ 
able only to selected people or 
certain networks. 

Companies that don’t ask 
for passwords have taken 
other steps — such as asking 
applicants to friend human 
resource managers or to log 
in to a company computer 
during an interview. 

Asking for a candidate’s 
password is more prevalent 


among public agencies, espe¬ 
cially those seeking to fill law 
enforcement positions such 
as police officers. 

Back in 2010, Robert Col¬ 
lins was returning to his job 
as a security guard at the 
Maryland Department of Pub¬ 
lic Safety and Correctional 
Services after taking a leave 
following his mother’s death. 
During a reinstatement inter¬ 
view, he was asked for his lo¬ 
gin and password, purported¬ 
ly so the agency could check 
for any gang affiliations. He 
was stunned by the request 
but complied. 

“I needed my job to feed 
my family. I had to,” he re¬ 
called.

The average 
teenager sends 60 text mes¬ 
sages a day and spends more 
than seven hours a day “using” 
media, 80 per cent of it social media. 

When Judy Blume was freaking out parents and librarians, 
there was no Internet. You had to look into a mirror to find 
out if you were ugly. Now you post a photo on the Internet 
and let the world have its way with you. 

So what are we raising? Pretty little bloodthirsty, depraved, 
techno-robotic, Borg-minded, crypto-fascist, superstitious 
sociopaths? Maybe. 

At least they can help you unlock your cellphone. 

When my kids were young, the biggest threat to their 
mental health was V.C. Andrews, who dealt in incest and vari¬ 
ous forms of abuse. Plus she was a terrible writer. By compari¬ 
son, Judy Blume was Shakespeare. Of course, nobody reads 
him anymore either, not as long as we have Suzanne Collins 
(The Hunger Games) or Stephanie Meyer (Twilight). 

Today, “writing” is a kind of delivery mechanism, like a 
syringe or a hand-held rocket launcher. Ideas are no longer 
than 140 characters and something gets killed at the end. 

For those who still remember, it’s like Brave New World 
meets Lord of the Flies.

Those are questions the 
Discovery Channel’s Myth- 
Busters has asked for years, 
and starting last week, any¬ 
body who’s wondered how 
long it takes to put on a 
superhero outfit in a phone 
booth — don’t forget the cape 
— can answer them for them¬ 
selves at Chicago’s Museum 
of Science and Industry. 

MythBusters: The Ex¬ 

plosive Exhibition, opened 
March 15, marking the first 
time the show has taken such 
questions on the road. The 
Chicago exhibition, which 
runs through Sept. 3, is the 
first of a planned national 
tour that will include stops at 
several other U.S. cities. 

“This has both the science 
and also a sense of humour, 
what we’ve been doing for a 
decade,” Adam Savage, one 
of the show’s hosts, said this 
week before the exhibition 
opened. 

Just like on the show, the 
exhibit is a kind of scientific 
bait and switch. It starts with 
something visitors have seen 
in the movies or on TV or that 
they can recall from their 
own experiences. 

“That’s the hook,” said 
Jamie Hyneman, also a Myth¬ 
Busters co-host. “That gets 
them involved and before

they know what happens 
they’ve actually learned 
something or been lured 
into thinking carefully about 
what’s going on.” 

The exhibit consists of 
about a dozen stations mixed 
in with props familiar to 
viewers, like the actual cask¬ 
et Hyneman lay in for a seg¬ 
ment on being buried alive. 
In one station shaped like a 
ship cargo container, a vis¬ 
itor walks and another runs 
while water drips from hoses 
above. Once they’re wet, they 
go around the corner and, 
because the water contains 
traces of fluorescent dye, 
they can see just how many 
drops hit them as they stand 
in front of a black light. 

After determining which 
one of them is wetter, the 
participants press either the 
run or walk button. The re¬ 
sults will be stored for now 
and revealed when the show 
leaves in September. 

There is another exhibit 
for anyone who’s wondered if 
a blind A1 Pacino really could 
have navigated a car through 
the streets of New York in 
Scent of a Woman based on 
the directions given by a ter¬ 
rified Chris O’Donnell from 
the passenger seat. With the 
help of video-arcade style 
equipment, visitors can see 
if they do as well as Pacino 
or better than Hyneman and 
Savage did on the show.

Do you remember the AT&T 
commercial where a man in¬ 
sults his Chinese business asso¬ 
ciate when he mispronounces 
the associate’s name? 

The commercial highlights 
the importance of clarity and 
precision in communication, 
and it also underscores the cul¬ 
tural nuances that we encoun¬ 
ter at our increasingly global 
workplaces. These situations 
may seem funny in retrospect, 
but if they’re not handled prop¬ 
erly they may have serious 
consequences not only for the 
employee but for the company 
as well. 

And these cultural distinc¬ 
tions extend far beyond the 
spoken language. I’ve had work 
experience in several cultur¬ 
ally distinct countries and I can 
safely say the attitudes employ¬ 
ers expect to see in a candidate 
also vaiy greatly from one 
country to another. 

In Malaysia — a country 
heavily influenced by its East¬ 
ern morals and values — mod¬ 
esty, respect and courtesy are 
some of the characteristics 
candidates are expected to pos¬ 
sess and display. This is not to 
say that employers in Western 
countries do not appreciate 
such values — quite the con¬

trary. 

However, in Malaysian cul¬ 
ture, reverence and respect for 
elders, and by extension those 
higher up in the social hier¬ 
archy, are expected virtues in 
any individual. These qualities 
are therefore crucial in dealing 
with clients and associates. 

As a result, candidates are 
expected to demonstrate these 
values during the interview 
process at great lengths, and 
then some. 

Along the same vein, can¬ 
didates are also expected to 


acknowledge an organization’s 
inherent hierarchy, be it a for¬ 
mal or informal one. Of course, 
it goes without saying that fall¬ 
ing in line is expected in any 
company anywhere on the 
globe. As the saying goes, ‘You 
have to go along in order to get 
along.’ 

However, in Malaysia, it’s 
crucial that a candidate dis¬ 
plays a certain readiness, or 
even an eagerness, to fit into 
the existing pecking order. It 
might seem superficial or per¬ 
haps somewhat trivial, but it’s

crucial nonetheless as it is seen 
as a manifestation of the candi¬ 
date’s respect toward his or her 
superiors. 

From the job interviews 
I’ve had in Australia and Can¬ 
ada — not all of them success¬ 
ful, naturally — I’ve found that 
ambition, confidence and being 
proactive are highly regarded 


by employers. These qualities 
are often the determining fac¬ 
tors for whether an interview is 
successful or not. 

Here in Canada, candidates 
are expected to possess high 
self esteem and feel confident 
about ‘selling’ themselves to 
employers. This is perhaps the 
greatest distinction between 
the work cultures in Canada 
and Malaysia.Numerous other 
facets of a culture come into 
play in determining on wheth¬ 
er or not a candidate has had 
a successful interview and it is 
impossible to list them all. 

Suffice it to say that it is 
good to develop a feel for the 
subtleties that exist within any 
given culture in order to gage 
what an employer might ex¬ 
pect to see in a candidate.

A big, loud crowd would be just 
what the doctor ordered for the 
ailing and weary Halifax Rain- 
men. 

The Rainmen host the big¬ 
gest game in the franchise’s 
five-year history on Wednesday 
night at 7 p.m., with the Lon¬ 
don Lightning on the verge of a 
sweep in the best-of-five Nation¬ 
al Basketball League of Canada 
championship series. 

It will be Halifax’s fifth 
game in seven days, with its so- 
called “off-days” occupied with 
air travel. 

“We need the place packed,” 
said Rainmen owner Andre Lev- 
ingston. “Our guys need the 
energy to feed off of. When 


the crowd is behind you and 
cheering, you do things that 
you might not normally do. It 
rejuvenates you. You forget that 
you’re tired.” 

The Rainmen drew an un¬ 
official league-best attendance 
of 3,260 per game at the Metro 
Centre this season and have at¬ 
tracted roughly that many fans 
each season since 2010. But in 
four playoff games — one in 
2010, another in 2011, and two 
last week — they’ve only aver¬ 
aged around 2,200.

Eight times in franchise 
histoiy Rainmen crowds have 
surpassed 4,000, topping out at 
4,966 back in 2010. 

Levingston calls Wednes¬ 
day’s game the biggest in fran¬ 
chise history and hopes the 
crowd is the biggest, too. 

“We need it,” Levingston 
said. “The guys’ bodies are 
broke down, they’re tired, nat¬ 
urally, from playing so many 
games in a short period of 
time, and the crowd is the sixth 
man. We’re anticipating a huge 


crowd. We hope everybody 
comes out and supports us.” 

London hasn’t lost back-to- 
back games all season and has 
beaten Halifax in seven-of-eight 
meetings. On the flip side, the 
Rainmen have a 17-3 home re¬ 
cord, including a dominating 
26-point blowout of London on 
Feb. 19. 

“We’re looking forward to 
playing at home,” Levingston 
said. “It ain’t going to be easy 
playing us in our gym. This ser¬ 
ies is not over.” 



Lightning forward and league 
MVP Gabe Freeman rubbed the 
Rainmen the wrong way when 
he did some showboating in 
Monday's game, standing on the 
scorers’ table in the fourth quarter 
to celebrate. 

• "They've been arrogant all year, 
talking all year, and they've 
backed it up to this point," Rain¬ 
men owner Andre Levingston 
said.

Keypaircould 
return for Game l 

The Halifax Mooseheads 
are optimistic both Martin 
Frk and Sawyer Hannay will 
be in the lineup when they 
open the QMJHL playoffs on 
Friday. 

Frk, a high-scoring 
winger who missed Sun¬ 
day’s regular-season finale 
with what the Mooseheads 
will only describe as an 
“upper-body injury,” skated 
at practice on Tuesday 
but did not participate in 
contact drills. 

It should be noted 
Frk missed the first three 
months of the season with 
a concussion, but he’s been 
one of the team’s most pro¬ 
ductive players — with 28 
points in his past 25 games 
— in the new year. 

“It was no-contact but 
he’s doing fine,” said Moose¬ 
heads head coach Domi¬ 
nique Ducharme. “It’s a 
matter of being careful and 
we have a lot of battles (in 
practice), 2-on-2s and stuff 
like that.

His return, coupled 
with that of Steve Gillard 
last week, could make the 
Mooseheads’ defence corps 
as strong as it’s been all 
season.

“If (Hannay can play), 
we can move Travis Randell 
back up front and we can 
roll six Ds with more ex¬ 
perience,” Ducharme said. 
“It gives us more experi¬ 
ence going into the playoffs 
and that’s nice to have.”

Mooseheads host the 11th- 
seeded Moncton Wildcats 
for Games 1 and 2 of the 
QMJHL first round on Friday 
and Saturday at the Metro 
Centre.

Mini Cooper Roadster just ar¬ 
rived. 

The two-seat convertible — 
a first for the Mini brand and 
a companion to the recently 
launched Coupe — adds some 
visual spice to the Mini’s broad¬ 
ening model lineup that al¬ 
ready includes a four-passenger 
drop-top. Admittedly, it seems a 
bit odd that BMW-owned Mini 
would now have two not-so-dis- 
tinct convertibles that are con¬ 
structed off the same platform 
and share the same mechanical 
bits. Furthermore, the two-seat 
Roadster lists for only $300 less 


than the standard four-place 
convertible. 

Ah, but there’s a point that’s 
being overlooked. The Roadster 
swaps out the rear bench that 
isn’t particularly roomy in the 
first place for an actual trunk 
(another Mini first). We’re not 
talking cavernous space here by 
any means (it has a bit less vol¬ 
ume than the Coupe’s trunk) 
but it’s enough to store a few 
decent-sized travel bags or a 
set or two of golf clubs regard¬ 
less of whether the top is up or 
down. 

The Roadster’s styling is far 


less controversial than that of 
the helmet-headed Coupe and 
it looks better with the roof up 
than the existing Mini convert¬ 
ible. Combined with a wind¬ 
shield that has been tilted back 
an additional 13 degrees, the 
Roadster is one of the best look¬ 
ing of the bunch.

Have the Aerio’s brake 
system inspected for pad 
and rotor condition, as many 
owners say the Aerio wears 
out braking components at a 
faster-than-expected rate. 

The two-litre engine may 
emit some lifter noise for a 
few seconds after startup, 
though if the sound is persis¬ 
tent, the engine may require 
expensive replacement lift¬ 
ers. Note that this problem 
seems focused on 2002 and 
2003 models. 

Be sure to check out the 
keyless access system too, 
as many owners report its 
failure over time. Finally, 
budget for a full fluid change 
and tune-up if you’re unsure 
of the service history of the 
model you’re considering.

Spring cleaning. 

Winter driving takes 
a toll on your car, but 
these tips can help you 
remove damaging salt 
and funky smells

While you only get one 
chance to enjoy that new- 
car smell in your vehicle, a 
good spring cleaning can at 
least remove the funky, six- 
months-of-winter stench. 

Peter Malony, owner of 
Rubber Duck Car Wash in 
Nova Scotia, says the most im¬ 
portant task is to get rid of the 
salt. Winter driving in Canada 
means your tires kick up vast 
amounts of salt pebbles and 
crushed salt dust that cakes 
you vehicle. Left alone, it can 
start to rust your car. 

“You can’t just run it 
through a carwash and have it 
all go away. It takes a while,” 
he says. “Hand washing in the 
spring is the best bet.” 

A wash in your driveway 
with the garden hose is un¬ 
likely to dislodge the winter 


Tips 


• Lift the engine hood and 
spray the inside with a 
high-pressure hose. 


• Blast the wheel wells and 
undercarriage to remove 
packed-in salt dust. 


• Open the car doors and 
hood and wipe all of the 
sills clean. 


• Your car may have leather, 
plastic and carpet in 
it — check your cleaning 
product to make sure it 
works on the appropriate 
surface. 


grime. A drive-through wash 
that cleans the undercarriage 
will remove a lot of it, but 
won’t get to the mess in the 
door sills and under the hood. 

Go to a professional car 
wash and either pay some¬ 
one to give your vehicle a 
thorough clean, or use their 
self-service facility with pro¬ 
fessional equipment. 

“You need to clean all the 
nooks and crannies with a high- 
pressure rinse,” Malony says. 
“Get it all cleaned out from 


underneath the car, around 
the wheel wells, around the 
door jam and under the engine 
hood,” he says. 

Salt can sneak inside your 
car via the floor mats. Take 


them out, beat them clean 
and vacuum them. 

“A lot of our customers 
will take out their carpet 
mats, pressure wash them 
and let them dry,” Malony 


says. “It’s a great way to clean 
your mats. The downside is it 
takes a while to dry.” 

Pick a sunny day to speed 
that part along. 

Wipe down the hard parts 


of the interior. If you want 
a top-notch job, many car 
washes have high-power and 
flexible vacuum cleaners 
and even professional carpet 
shampooers on staff. 


How to stay safe on the road even after the snow melts 


With spring in the air, it may be 
tempting to think it’s easy driv¬ 
ing, at least for a few months. 

“In the winter people are 
a bit more careful and cau¬ 
tious,” says Tom Furlong, the 
Nova Scotia regional director 
for Young Drivers of Canada. 
“After the snow melts, every¬ 
body goes, ‘Ah, I don’t have to 
be as careful now.’” 

As a result, people get 
complacent. One of the big 
spring driving risks is hydro¬ 
planing. This occurs when a 
layer of water develops be¬ 
tween a vehicle’s tires and 
the road surface, thereby 


leading to loss of traction. 

Furlong says two of the 
factors in preventing hydro¬ 
planing are the depth of the 
tire tread and tire pressure. 

“You have to make sure 
your tires have lots of tread 
and your tire pressure is up,” 
he says. 

Most people change their 
winter tires to summer ones 
in the spring, and he recom¬ 
mends ensuring the summer 
tires have adequate tread. 

People should also keep an 
eye on their tire pressure and 
use a gauge — they only cost 
around $10 — to make sure the 


tires are properly inflated. 

Speed is another factor in 
preventing hydroplaning. Not 
surprisingly, slower is better. 

If people find themselves 
hydroplaning, the key is not 
to panic. 

“If you do start to hydro¬ 
plane, you have to slow down 
smoothly and gradually, and 
then your tires will start 
to come down through the 
water and then finally make 
contact with the pavement,” 
says Furlong. 

The best way of doing this 
is to ease your foot off the gas 
to naturally slow the car down. 


Bill White, a driving train¬ 
ing instructor since 1975, 
says another spring driving 
concern is potential black ice. 

“People can get a little 
bit careless, especially in the 
mornings where there could 
be freezing temperatures and 
black ice,” says the classroom 
instructor with McKenna’s 
Defensive Driving. 

“Don’t be too swayed by 
the fact later on in the day 
the temperature is going to 
be five or six or 10 degrees. 
There still has to be that cau¬ 
tion in the morning.”

As the last of the snow melts 
from Canadian roads, most 
drivers get ready to switch 
their winter tires for the all¬ 
seasons. That’s just the first 


step toward giving your car a 
spring tune up. 

Terry Peck, fixed oper¬ 
ations manager at Edmonton’s 
Koch Ford Lincoln, says it’s not 
just about ensuring the car is 
safe and reliable, but also mak¬ 
ing sure the entire driving ex¬ 


perience is a good one. 

“Ever been stuck out of 
town on a weekend, broken 
down? It is not fun,” he says. 

Peck provides a spring 
tune-up check list: 

• Change oil and filter 

• Lubricate door locks, hin¬ 
ges and weather strips 

• Remove snow tires 

It’s also a good time to see 
what maintenance issues 
are due, such as replacing 
fluids for power steering, 
transmission, brakes and 
the cooling system, or ser¬ 
vicing the air-conditioning 
system, inspecting the trail¬ 
er wiring and changing the 
cabin air filter. 

Then, give your car a 
thorough exterior inspec¬ 
tion. “Inspect the windshield 
for cracks and chips,” Peck 
suggests. “Address any new 
noises or concerns that have 
developed over the winter 
driving season, such as pull¬ 
ing, rattles, vibrations or in¬ 
operative items.” 

Every car should have a 
roadside emergency kit. Make 
sure flashlight batteries still 
work and replace anything 
you used over the winter. 

Gary Howard of CAA 
agrees the best approach is to 
have a complete check by a li¬ 
censed technician. “Through 
the winter, your car goes 
through a lot of wear and 
tear,” he says from his office 
in Saint John, N.B. “We often 
see some damage done to ex¬ 
haust systems (due to) going 
through snow as well as the 
crazy amount of potholes we 
have around in the spring.” 

Keep an eye on your tire 
pressure, as fluctuating 
temperatures can change 
it. That’s not the only tem¬ 
perature issue. “Sometimes 
if your gas tank is getting 
near low or empty, you get 
condensation because of the 
changes in temperature. Try 
and keep your tank more full

rather than less full through 
the spring,” Howard says. 

Experts recommend wait¬ 
ing until April to change your 
tires. Check your local fore¬ 
cast and be prepared to take 
the bus if you get a spring 
snowstorm. Have your mech¬ 
anic change, balance and 
align the tires. 

“This is where the rubber 
hits the road,” jokes Howard. 
“Until the roads settle down 
in terms of the heaves and 
the holes, you might need to 
have a second look at align¬ 
ment and balancing as you 
get into summer.”

It’s said the only certainties in 
life are death and taxes, but 
some might argue potholes 
belong on that list as well. 

Halifax is particularly 
prone to potholes because of 
its freeze-thaw winter climate, 
and despite drivers’ best inten¬ 
tions they will come into con¬ 
tact with a pothole. 

“Preventing it is pretty 
much impossible other than 
avoiding hitting them (in the 
first place),” says Tim Manuel, 
the director of fixed oper¬ 
ations at O’Regan’s Automotive 
Group. “There’s not a whole lot 
you can do prevention-wise.” 


Reporting a pothole 


• People looking to report 
a pothole found on HRM 
streets can call 490-4000 or 
fill out an online form at 
bit.ly/xfpWOS. HRM also 
has a webpage devoted to 
all things pothole-related at 
halifax.ca/Works/potholes. 
html. 


Potholes can cause dam¬ 
age in several different ways. 

“It could range from sim¬ 
ply damaging the steel belts in 
the tire,” says Mike Velemir- 
ovich, the dealer principal at 
Hillcrest Volkswagen. “They 
could also dent the rim, the 
wheel the tire sits on. In some 
cases, we’ve seen suspension 
parts damaged, things like tie 
rods, ball joints.” 

Hitting a pothole can also 
whack a vehicle’s alignment 
off, which can lead tires to 
wear unevenly. 


“Often when you have a 
pothole that is bad enough to 
damage one of these suspen¬ 
sion parts, then it does throw 
off the alignment and dents 
the wheel and ruins the tire, 
so there can easily be $1,000 in 
damage,” says Velemirovich. 

He recommends drivers 
put more distance between 
themselves and the vehicle in 
front of them so they are bet¬ 
ter able to see the road (and 
the potholes that lie ahead). 

With rainy spring weath¬ 
er, it makes it more difficult 
to spot potholes. “It could 
look like a puddle, when it is 
in fact the pothole from hell,” 
says Velemirovich. 

Given that avoiding pot¬ 
holes altogether is impos¬ 
sible, driving slower could 
help lessen the damage they 
inflict on one’s vehicle. Un¬ 
fortunately, that isn’t even 
a foolproof strategy. “If you 
slow down, sometimes if it’s a 
deeper hole, you may go fur¬ 
ther in it,” says Manuel.

is using cellphone technol¬ 
ogy to figure out just when 
your next light is going to 
change. 

Since many people dock 
their smartphones on the 
dash for navigation, the 
researchers used them to 
devise a system called Sign¬ 


alGuru. 

The cellphone cameras, 
which point at the street 
when the screen is facing 
the driver, photograph traf¬ 
fic lights as the vehicle ap¬ 
proaches them. 

“The camera is used to 
study the pattern of the traf¬ 
fic signal,” says Emmanouil 
Koulcoumidis, visiting re¬ 
searcher at MIT. 

“The information is 
downloaded from the mo¬ 
bile phones of drivers who 
have been through the inter¬ 
section. Then we gather and 
process it, and we do what is 
called ‘machine learning.”’ 

The collaborative system 
amasses information about 
each intersection, using 
maps and GPS to determine 
when the vehicle is ap¬ 
proaching the traffic light. 
It then turns on the camera 
and captures video frames, 
determining exactly when

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the light changes from red 
to green. 

Using this information, 
along with pictures taken 
previously, SignalGuru 
“studies the past” to deter¬ 
mine the exact time the 
light will turn green in the 
future. 

“It will know that the 
intersection is red but it will 
turn green in 30 seconds, 
so if you drive at 40 km/h 


instead of 45 or 50, by the 
time you hit the intersection 
it will be green so you can 
cruise through without stop¬ 
ping,” Koulcoumidis says. 

Using Boston as a model, 
the researchers calculated 
that drivers could save 20 
per cent of fuel with the sys¬ 
tem. 

The system is currently 
only a research prototype, 
although Koulcoumidis has 


been contacted by commer¬ 
cial truck drivers interested 
in it, since large trucks use 
equally large amounts of 
fuel moving away from a 
stop. 

The database could also 
potentially capture and pro¬ 
cess other important infor¬ 
mation such as gas station 
prices, the location of city 
buses, or the availability of 
parking spots.
